London, July 9.—The submarine 
H-47 lay under 50 fathoms of water 
in St. George’s channel off the coast 
of Wales tonight, its hull ripped and 
its crew of 21 men dead or as hope- 
lessly trapped as ever men _ were 
trapped by the sea. 

The H-47, a small type of subma- 
rine, was rammed by the submarine 
I-12 about 20 miles due west of 
Fishguard this morning and it dropped 
to the battom of the channel so rapid- 
lv that only two men escaped. The 
estimated toll of the accident was 
brought to 23 lives—the admiralty 
was uncertain of the figure—when Ar- 
thur Sampson, able seaman on the 
L-12, died of injuries received in the 
crash, 

The L-12 arrived at Mulfordhaven 
under its ‘own power tonight but none 
of its crew was landed. The admiral- 
ty announced that Petty Officer Henry 
James, who originally was listed 
among the missing, had been found 
to be among the survivors. 

One man from the L-12, Signalman 
Charles Bull, is missing. 

Rescue vessels of every description 
available and seaplanes hovered over 


the dark waters which hid the sunken 
H-47 tonight in what the admiralty

Sweeping changes in the adminis- 
trative department of Georgia’s state 
government designed “to simplify the 
government and irfcrease its efficiency, 
reduce expenses and increase rev- 
enues” are recommended by a special 
commission on co-ordination of gov- 
ernment appointed several weeks ago 
by Governor L. G. Hardman and 
headed by Ivan Allen, one of the lead- 
ing businessmen of Atlanta and for- 
mer president of the chamber of com- 
merce, as chairman. The report was 
filed Tuesday with Governor Hard- 
man. 

The Allen plan provides for 15 state 
departments, two boards and one com- 
mission. Seven of the department 
heads are to be appointed by the gov- 
ernor with consent of the senate, while 
the other eight, including the gover- 
nor, are to be elected by the people. 
All the proposed changes can be made 
by statutory enactment, and constitu- 
tional amendments afe not required 
under the plan. The state auditor is 
to be elected by the state legislature, 
which makes all appropriations. 

The commission, under Mr. Allen’s 
trained business leadership, spent 
many weeks in a careful survey of 
Georgia’s governmental conditions be- 


fore preparing their report and recom- 
mendations. In addition to their own 
findings, the commission had the befi- 
efit, and fully acknowledges it, of the 
exhaustive survey of the state made 
under the direction of Governor Hard- 


‘wick in 1922, and also acknowledges. 


indebtedness to the records of fifteen 
other states which have reorganized 
their governments. 

Changes To Be Urged. 

No changes are recommended as to 
the judicial and legislative depart- 
ment. “The proposed changes are em- 
bodied in an enabling act which has 
been drafted by some of the leading 
lawyers of the state, and which will 
be introduced soon in the two branches 
of the legislature. x 

In brief the departments are as fel- 
lows: 

Governor's office. This office is to 
have three divisions, records, military 
affairs and building and grounds. 

Comptroller general's department is 
to have the following bureaus: Admin- 
istrative, personal tax, motor vehicie 
tax, corporation tax and insurance tax. 
This is the same as at present with

After four months’ study of women 
inmates of city penal institutions, 
where she mingled with her subjects 
and got their stories first hand, Miss 
Butler forwarded her report to Com- 
missioner of Corrections Richard Pat- 
terson, Jr. 

Nineteen appears to be the dan- 
gerous age for women who are apt to 
get into trouble with the law, accord- 
ing to Miss Butler’s report. In the 
various classes of feminine prisoners 
she found the percentages of the 19- 
year-olds to range from 19 to 39 per 
cent. Most of the others were under 
19. 

Of all the women offenders she 
said she found shoplifters most baf- 
fling. 

“They are much better educated 
than the other prisoners,” she said. 
“Many of them told me they were in 
an extremely nervous condition when 
they did the shoplifting. It is pos- 
sible that many could be better treat- 
ed by the medical profession than by 
the methods of the courts.”

TO RECLAMATION POST 


Miss Mae Schnurr Is First To 
Fill New Office at 
Washington. 


Washington, July 9.—(#)—First 
woman to be given so high an admin- 
istrative post in the ‘nterior depart- 
ment, Miss Mae A. Schnurr has been 
appointed to fill tha new vost of as- 
sistant to the eommissioner of recla- 
mation. 

This appointment is not Miss 
Schnurr’s first venture into an en- 
tirely new field for women. During 
the World War she was the first wom- 
an appointment clerk in the patent 
office, which had a personnel of ap- 
proximately 1,500 officers and em- 
ployes. 

For five years she has been secre- 
tary to Dr. Elwood Mead, commis- 
sioner of reclamation. On his recom- 
mendation she has been given the title 
of assistant by Secretary Wilbur. In 
addition to aiding Dr. Mead in his 
work on all reclamation projects Miss 
Schnurr is secretary of the interna- 
tional water commission, which will 
negotiate with Mexico in August with 
a view to formulating a treaty basis 
for water rights on the Rio Grande, 
Colorado and Tia Juana rivers, 

She also conducts a magazine sec- 
tion dealing with home and communi- 
ty interests of women on reclamation 
projects and last year she was sent 
abroad to make a series of European 
farm studies. 

This youthful expert's first citation 
for reclamation service was won early 
in her experience with such problems. 
In the published report of the fact 
finding commission, which made a six- 
month probe of financially tangled 
reclamation projects engling April, 
1924, was this paragraph: 

‘‘Mise M. A. Schnurr served as chief 
clerk to the committee and her ad- 
mirable supervision of the office ma- 
terially aided the labors of the com- 
mittee.” 

That investigation was her intro- 
duction to reclamation problems. It 
led to legislation charging $26,000,- 
i “off the books’ as government 
OSS. 

“It was money well spent in lessons 
learned,’’ Miss Schnurr observed. 

Under her new title of assistant to 
the reclamation commissioner she ex- 
pects to carry on the responsibilities 
she assumed as secretary.

by the state government of $24.000,- 
000 every year was the largest single 


business in the state. 

The address by Mr. Slate was one 
of the features of the program which 
also included the inaugural address of 
Ww. C. Wardlaw, newly elected presi- 
dent of the local Rotary organization. 

Excepts from Mr. Slates’ talk fol- 
lows: 

“The largest single business in 
Georgia is your state government ex- 
pending over $24,000,000 annually. No 
other business touches our life so vi- 
tally except the one out of which we 
'make our livelihood. For 25 years all 
of us who have studied the problems 
knew that the day of reckoning was 
coming and sooner or later the ship 
would go ashore. Now the general as- 
sembly is in session and our people 
are faced with more serious condi- 
tions than have existed at any time 
since 1877 when we took charge of a 
ruined state and devastated civiliza- 
tion and produced order out of chaos 
and an orderly functioning of state 
government. 

Faces Big’ Deficit. 

“Our state now faces a deficit of 

three and one-half million dollars by

the end of 1929 and our appropria- 
tions now exceed our income by two 
million dollars annual'y. What can be 
done and what should be done are the 
vital problems before us. 

“In their honest efforts ‘to solve 
these problems the general assembly 
is entitled to the support and the con- 
fidence of the people and the governor 
should be sustained in every way pos- 
sible in trying to bring financial or- 
der. Captious criticism and fault find- 
ing are no solutions of the problems. 
Drastic unreasonable cuts in appro- 
priations may produce a paralysis of 
vital governmental service and in- 
creased exorbitant taxation may de- 
stroy the business fabric. The present 
general assembly is compelled to find 
money to cover the present deficit and 
with its hands tied in many ways, 
must reach the best conclusions pos- 
sible under present conditions. We 
should sympathize and help them as 
far as possible for the next two years. 
Some measures of taxation will pos- 
sibly be passed which should not con- 
tinue permanently but palliation and 
tinkering will no longer cure the evil. 

“The present general assembly is 
in my judgment going to do the very 
best possible under trying and ex- 
acting conditions.but we must realize 
that in order to avoid a recurrence 
of our troubles that for the next sev- 
eral years our citizens ought to co- 
operate with the general assemblies 
and the executive in trying to reach 
a permanent settlement of the state’s 
tax system and establish our fiscal 
condition so that we can avoid a 
constant discussion of these problems 
and have our tax system on such a 
basis so as not to be projected into 
political campaigns every year or two. 

Relief Measures. 

“T shall try to say what is neces- 
sary to ascertain before we can se- 
cure permanent relief. 

“For a just, fair settlement of our 
troubles, for an enlightened active 
administration, we ought to 
know two things. First, what would 


such a state administration cost; sec- 
ondly, what can Georgia pay in total 
taxes without unduly burdening her 
people. I know it is popular to say 
we can do this or that but I want to 
give you a few facts about taxes. The 
total visible wealth of the United 
States is estimated to ve three hun- 
dred billion dollars with a tax burden 
of twelve billion dollars or a 4 per 
cent charge on the visible wealth of 
the country. This includes federal, 
state and local taxation. The total 
tax burden of Georgia, federal, state 
and local is approximately eighty mil- 
lion dollars. Our visible wealth is es- 
timated at three billion dollars or our 
taxes are 2 3-4 per cent on our visible 
wealth. 

“The gross income of the United 
States is estimated at 110 billion dol- 
lars and taxes form a 11 per cent 
burden. Our estimated gross income 
in Georgia is 900 million and our 
taxes form a 9 per cent burden. At 
once you can see, if 9 cents out of 
every dollar of our gross income is 
absorbed by taxation; the vital rela- 
tion between taxation and economic 
progress becomes apparent. New 
what can Georgia afford to pay in 
the shape of state taxes in addition 
to local and federal and how should 
this tax be collected. How should it 
be paid and who should pay it? For 
many years real estate has practical- 
ly paid our county and city taxes and 
a considerable proportion of state 
taxes but has not the limit been reach- 
ed here? Who should pay? First, 
those who secure the benefits of gov- 
ernment and in some respe¢ts we have 
followed that principle in our auto 
tax and gasoline tax; next, those who 
are most able to pay and finally a 
service tax such as a poll tax in 
which all are required to support the 
governmenf, 

Sound Texation System. 

“What would a sound, sane, service- 
able. fair system of taxation produce 
in Georgia? If we had such a sys- 
tem. how much income for the state? 
I believe this is the foundation upon

leave theories alone until trained ex- 
perts, after a careful study and a com- 
| plete comprehensive survey ‘bring be- 
fore us a carefully worked out plan 
of taxation, oppressive io none, dis- 
tributing the burden as equitably as 
possible and with proper limitations 
on local taxation. 

“Next, we should know what an 
enlightened, active state administra- 
tion would cast. What is really neces- 
sary to run this government of Geor- 
gia so that a modern progressive state 
government can be organized under 
which®highways will be built, educa- 
tion fostered, all dependents cared for, 
diseases; etc., controlled and eliminat- 
ed, our courts sustained and criminals 
punished. 

“I do not believe you can hope to 
have a responsible state government 
as at present organized. We have been 
throwing together an 
since 1877 until now it is unwieldly, 
top-heavy and expensive. 

“Again and again I have urged a 
government of 12 to 15 responsible 
department heads, with a department 
of finance and control. which should 
have charge of the books of the state, 
controlling the expenditures through 
a budget director, controlling pur- 
chases through a general purchasing 
agent and that all warrants go to the 
treasury. I have urged again and 
again a budget law with teeth in it. 
Again the need of proper enforcement 
of tax laws is urged and efficient col- 
lection of taxes. It is manifestly the 
duty of the state to collect its revenue 
with the same close attention as a 
business organization and our present 
method is unfair to those who pay 
when we do not make the proper ef- 
fort toe collect delinquent taxes from 
the tax dodgers and evaders. Again 
and again economy has been shown 
by proper re-organization. and co- 
ordination and a saving of more 
than three-quarters of a million dol- 
lars to the tax-payer, but this is not 
the vital reason. I want the state gov- 
ernment restored to the people for 
them to understand and not be ob- 
scured by various departments collect- 
ing fees and disbursing them, to form 
a general puzzle in finances to our 
citizens. . 

‘Now, fellow-Georgitans, I have talk- 
ed to you frankly. It is possible I 
have stressed the material side too 
much, but our final salvation as a 
state depends upon material pros- 
perity. We must make money to pay 
taxes and we must not take one dime 
from industry that will not render 
greater service in governmental ac- 
tivity. I have urged a tax survey in 
order to know what we can expect 
from year to year under an equitably 
levied tax measure and how with in- 
creasing prosperity taxes can be low- 
ered to all. Much splendid work has 
been done by tax commissions, but we 
need a larger work. The commission 
on consolidation and _ simplification 
has done splendid work, and has in- 
dicated substantial savings. What we 
need to know is how much should our 
state government cost supported lib- 
erally, fairly and equitably in its es- 
sential activities. How much should 
we give our common schools? How 
much our university system; what 
would proper health activities cost? 

“I do not know nor do I think 
that some of those who clamor for in- 
creased appropriations have well de- 
fined plans of enlargement and in- 
creased activities. So today I urge 
you gentlemen for the next four years 
to come to battle with us. I am not 
one to believe that when we know our 
taxing resources and ascertain the 
ability of the state to pay taxes, that 
we should levy taxes to that extent 
and that local taxation should be in- 
cluded in state’s program of taxa- 
tion so as to help us make the burden 
as light as possible and avoid exces- 
sive local levies. 

“But we should levy so as to take 
care of state’s actual needs and to 
provide a constantly increasing income 
to care for increased population.”

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UPIUM-LADEN BAGGAGE 
SAID SUBJECT TOSEARCH 


Washington, July 9.—(P)-PAssist- 
ant Secretary Lowman said _ today 
that the personal baggage of Ying 
Kao, Chinese vice-consul at San Fran- 
cisco, was subject to search. Lowman 
added that he had issued orders yes- 
terday to that effect. 

Three thousand tins of opium were 
found in trunks brought to San Fran- 
cisco by Mrs. Ying Kao after a search 
by agents yesterday. 

“The treasury orders providing for 
the search of the baggage of Mrs. 
Ying Kao, wife of the Chinese vice- 
consul at San Francisco,’ Lowman 
said, “included her personal baggage 
as well as other trunks.” 

Lowman declared that even the bag- 
gage of a diplomat of unguestioned 
standing would be searched if there 
were evidence that he was smuggling 
drugs into the country. He said that 
the vice-consul had no diplomatic 
standing whatever, and that the evi- 
dence gathered by the customs authori- 
ties in San Francisco would be turned 
ovér to the United States attorney 
there for whatever action the depart- 
ment of justice thought warranted. 

No Requests Made. 

The assistant secretary asserted the 

treasury department had received no 


request from the Chinese minister for 
information about the Kao case, but 
said he understood the state depart- 
ment had been asked about the affzir. 
Lowman said the treasury dea 


ter and that the next move would be 
made by the department of justice 
through the United States attorney 
at San Francisco. 

The state department was today 
awaiting a report from the treasury 
on the Kao incident, and no action 
will be taken until a report is re- 
ceived. At the request of Chinese 
Minister Wu a copy will be turned 
over to him for transmission to his 
government. 


Several Courses Open. 


Several courses are open to the de- 
partment in the event it is found the 
incident demands action. The exe- 
quatur, which is the formal permis- 
sion granted to consuls to transact af- 
fairs of their country in foreign na- 
tions, could be canceled by the de- 
partment, thus eliminating Ying Kao 
from the list of Chinese consular of- 
ficials in the United States. While 
it was emphasized that Ying Kao is 
not so far directly involved in the 
case, the importation of the opium re- 
sulted from the position which his 
wife held by virtue of her husband's 
vice-consularship. It was said at the 
department that intimations Ying Kao 
might be deported were pure specu- 
lation. On the other hand _ the 
Chinese government might recall the 
vice-consul and thus eliminate any 
further action by the department, if 
any was found necessary, so far as 
Ying Kao is concerned. 

Since neither the vice-consul nor his 
wife has diplomatic immunity, it was 
generally conceded that any decision 
to bring prosecution proceedings

NN SPECIAL SESSION 


Gil To Call Solons To Con- 
sider Special Labor Code 
July 20. 


Mexico City, July 9.—(#)—Presi- 
dent Emilio Portes Gil will issue a 
call immediately for a special] session 
of the Mexican congress to convene 
July 20 to consider the special labor 
code which he announced last Novem- 
ber. 

The code involves radical changes, 
in usual present day conceptions of 
the relationship between employe and 
Its adoption will mark one 
of the young revolutionary govern- 
ment’s greatest strides along the path 
designated for it by its mentors, Al- 


varo Obregon, Plutarco Calles, and 
President Portes Gil, 

Many innovations are contemplated 
in the measure, probably the most 


‘drastic of which is a system of obli- 


gatory labor. 

|The proposals include: 

Establishment of an elaborate sys- 
tem of labor courts with the power 
to advise employers as to the conduct 
of the business. 

Recognition of the right to strike, 
without violence. Arbitration, at first 
voluntary, then compulsory, would be 
provided for. 

Establishment of an S8-hour day, 
six-day week, with four obligatory 
holidays and obligatory annual vaca- 
tion periods with pay. 

Obligatory insurance for employes 
to be conducted by the government 
and maintained by assessments of 5 
per cent against employes’ salaries 
and 7 per cent of salaries paid out 
against employers. 

Every able-bodied citizen must learn 
a trade or profession and work at it 
at least one year in Mexico. When 
the nation’s interests demand he must 
place himself at disposal of nation, 
working at least one month in post as- 
signed by labor authorities. 

Seventy per cent of workers in any 
factory must be Mexicans; only 
Spanish-speaking people will be al- 
lowed to occupy posts of managers, 
superintendents, doctors and foremen. 

Salons and gambling houses will be 
banned in labor centers. 

A minimum wage would be fixed in 
accordance with the cost of living.

There is a hue and a cry. now for 
Jack Dempsey, the old Manassa Man 
Mauler, to come along and rescue the 
title for the Americans. Max Schmel- 
ing, W ho is a nordie all right but who 
is not an American by any means, is 
about to take the title. The old Man 
Mauler is considering it. The $750,- 
000 is, of course, merely incidental as 
the $100,000 purse which Jim Jeffries 
received when he tried to save the 
title for the nordics.

Migration of the dairy industgy 
from the midwest into the southland 
will be well under way within the cur- 
rent decade, it was predicted Tuesday 
by H. C. Bates, recently appointed 
field representative of the American 
Guernsey Cattle Club. 

Mr. Bates, who has established his 
headquarters in Atlanta, citing the 
progress that has already been made 
in this direction, declares that the 


reasons are obvious why “the center } 


of the dairying industry of the United 
States will be transferred from Wis- 
consin to the southeast.” 

“Dairymen in the south are pro- 
ducing milk at 10 cents a gallon,’ Mr. 
tates cited as one of the basic causes 
for the movement. “They sell this 
milk at prices between 20 cents and 


$1 per gallon.’ Another point brought | 
out by Mr. Bates showed that, while | 
eattle only four} 
months a year in Wisconsin, in the | 
southeastern states the grazing season |

is nine months. 


The south has another outstanding | 
advantage compared with farmers of | 
out. | 


Wisconsin, Mr. Bates pointed 
“The principal food of the Wisconsin 
dairy cattle is cottonseed meal. The 
dairyman has to pay the farmer's 
profit on the meal. He has to pay 
the wholesaler’s and the_ retailer's 
share of profit, and he has to pay the 
freight expenses on the cottonseed 
prodict which is shipped from this 
section.” 

Hinting at the advantages of diver- 
sified farming. Mr. Bates declared the 
dairying industry here would be “a 
taking up of our agricultural slack. 
lor instance, a farmer with a herd of 
dairy cows can have enough mannre 
each year for fertilization ot his crops. 
He has a ready and protitable use 
for his hav and his oats without send- 
ing them to market. If he is furnish- 
ing his milk to the creameries, he can 
use his skimmed milk for his chickens 
and bis calves.”

Powerful Italian Secret So-

Causing Killing. 


New York, July 9.—(4)—The man 
who planned the murder of Frank 
Marlow was disclosed by Police Com- 
missioner Whalen today as the New 
York head of a powerful Italian se- 
cret society. . 

He said this man, who dropped out 
of sight the day after the Broadway 
racketeer was found fatally shot on 
June 24, has since been the object of 
a widespread police search. He de 
clared unless he surrendered “very 
soon” for questioning he would make 


public his name. H. said the man 
has left the state. The commissioner 
did not disclose the motive for the 
slaying. 

“We have learned that this man 
was responsible for Marlow being ex- 
pelled from a secret order in JT>rook- 
lyn,’’ said the commissioner. “He has 
plenty of money and that is making 
it difficult for detectives who are at- 
tempting to find him. 

“He was not at the scene of the 
murder, nor near Broadway when 
Marlow stepped into the car that was 
to bear him to his death. Gentlemen 
like this man are never at the actual 
scene when trouble is developing.” 

Marlow was an Italian, his real 
name being Gondolfo Curto. 

The commissioner also disclosed 
that two witnesses have been found 
who saw the death car shortly before 
Marlow was slain and heard two of 
the three shots that were fired. De- 
tectives located a father and son who 
said they were playing cards on the 
porch of their home in Flushing, Long 
Island, when they saw the car go 
by fast and a few seconds Jater heard 
the shots.

BANKS WILL DISTRIBUTE “UNDERSIZED” BILLS :: 


To Make Its 


Debut Today 


Uncle Sam’s “baby bills,” the new 
under-size currency, make their ap- 
pearance today, thereby adding new 
zest to the old American custom of 
chasing the dollar. 

Through the medium of the federal 
reserve banks, handsome, crisp, new 
“sreenies” have been doled out to 
commercial banking institutions 
throughout the country in the sum 
of approximately $400,000,000 and the 
process of distribution to the anxious 
public will be under way as soon as 
the doors are opened this morning. 

Shipments from the local Federal 
Reserve bank for the current week 
will total between $3,000,000 and $35,- 
000,000, it was stated here Tuesday, 
while branches in other parts of this 
(istrict will swell this figure to ap- 


proximately $10,000,000. 

It is estimated that from six to 
nine months will be necessary to re- 
tire the major portion of the present 
paper money which will not be “re- 
called” but will be withdrawn from 
circulation in the regular course of 
business,

Washington, July 9.—(@)—Thirty- ; 


five thousand dimes, each the gift of 
a rural letter carrier, purchased a

“The initial issue will include. all 
kinds of currency, except national 


bank notes, and all denominations 
from $1 to $20. 

“Small-size gold certificates and 
federal reserve notes in denominations 
above $20 will be issued when availa- 
ble without further notice. 

“Small-size national bank notes 
will be printed for issuing banks in 
order of charter numbers, and, com- 
mencing about July 15, 1929, will be 
issued accordingly, as _ available, 
against redemptions of old-size bank 
notes.” 

It has been pointed out that among 
other things these terse sentences 
mean it will be impossible to begin 
immediately to collect $1,000 bills as 
souvenirs, information calculated to 
bring grief to scores of homes. 


Avoid Rush of Money. 


In accordance with instructions 
from the treasury department, the 
local Federal Reserve bank has evolv- 
ed a system for determining the num- 
ber of new bills which will be dis- 
tributed to banks throughout this dis- 
trict each week. This had to be done, 
it was explained, in order to prevent 
a rush of old currency which would 
swamp the facilities for handling it. 

The reason for the new issue, it 
was explained here, is to cut down 
on the expenses of printing. With ap- 
proximately $5,000,000,000 in paper 
money in circulation, this is no small 
item. This amount is split up evenly 
between United States notes and fed- 
eral reserve notes, and since the fed- 
eral reserve has to pay its own print- 
ing expenses, it also will be benefited 
by the new arrangement.
